from the New England states are the 
best fighters, according to the Cologne 
Zeitung. 


An antidote to the opinions of Gen- 


erals von Blume and von Liebert, who 
see a menace in a ~ large American 
army on the western front, appears 
the Zeitung. The Tuesday edition con- 
tains a long 
article 
attempting 
to 


prove by statistics that America can- 
not possibly send 300,000 men to Eu- 
rope in a month. The article declares 
that more than 40 troopships 
already 


have been.sunk. It continues: 


"If the Americans at the front are 


fighting well that does not 
need 
to 


cause surprise, for it is the fine flower 
of American manhood which is now at 
the front, namely, the old regular army 
plus about 40,000 of the most sturdy 
and most adventurous elements, which 
all nations have who volunteered at 
the outbreak of the war. Then there 
will be contingents recruited from the 
Xew England states, who are the best 
educated and keenest fighters because 
their heart is in the business. 


"So we get an aggregate 
of 
from 


200,000 to 250.000 picked men, but once 
these are used up the picture will be 
altered because they 
cannot 
be 
re- 


placed." 


The Zeitung believes that 
compul- 


sory military service is widely opposed 
and is being evaded 
in 
the 
United 


States and it builds hope on the slender 
basis that American casualty lists will 
increase this alleged repugnance. The 
article 
concludes 
with 
these argu- 


ments: 


"The Americans are not supermen 


militarily and less so than in other 
respects. 
America may build standard 


ships but she cannot turn out standard 
soldiers. 


"America has done more than many 


expected, even in America, but despite 
all surprises, American expert opinion 
that the weight of her military power 
will not develop before 1510 or even 
1D20 still holds good."

Favorable Report by House 


Military 
Committee 
on 


New Draft Measure 


Amendment 
Provides 
for 


Separate Classifications for 
Boys 18 to 20 


WASHINGTON, Aus. 21—A favorable 


report was voted today by the house 
military committee on the administra- 
tion man-power bill With an amend- 
ment providing that youths from IS to 
20 years of a^e shall be placed in sep- 
arate classifications to be called into 
military service after men from 20 to 
45.

Dent provides that the fact that a sol- 
dier has not reached 21 shall not bar 
him from a commission. 


A section added at the request of the 


war department provides that men of 
draft ag-e may be sent to colleges for 
technical training: in uniform, without 
changing their military status. 


Plans for Registration 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 21—In anticipa- 


tion of the prompt passage by congress 
of the man-power bill extending the 
draft agres to include all men between 
IS and 45 years, estimated at nearly 
13,000.000, the 
Office 
of the provost 


marshal general has started prepara- 
tions for"" registering 
the new men. 


Distribution 
of

forms 


needed in the registration, which it has 
been indicated will be set for some date 
early in September, has been started. 


Sixteen of the largest envelope man- 


ufacturers of the country are working 
day and night turning out 35,000,000 
envelopes. Practically all of the large 
filing case manufacturing plants in the 
country are busy on cases to hold the 
various forms, 58,000 steel filing cases 
being necessary to hold the question- 
aires alone. 


It is estimated that between 160.000 


and 170,000 registrars will be required 
to list the new men.

Southwest of Arras 


British Third Army in Command of General Byng— 


Opened Surprise Attack Without Artillery Prepara- 


tion—Important Towns Fall to Advancing British-

British forces struck the Germans 


over a front of approximately 10 miles 
on the line southwest of Arras at dawn 
this morning:.

Xo Artillery Preparation 


The assault was begun under cover 


of a mist which materially 
assisted 


the British. It appears from this that 
there was little if any artillery prep- 
aration and that the plan of attack was 
similar to that followed south of the" 
Aisne on July IS" and north of Mont- 
didier on Aug. S. A large number of 
tanks participated. 


Only Tliree Miles from Bnpaume 


Unofficial despatches appear to in- 


dicate , that the British advance has 
carried the battle line up to a point 
three miles from Bapaume, an impor- 
tant highway centre and a place re- 
puted to be an important German base 
n the northern PIcardy sector. 


If the British drive continues to press 


the Germans back along: the northern 
side of the Picardy salient, the enemy 
forces further south appear to be in a 
serious position.

He also stated that he loves this coun- 
try, where the people elect their own 
government.

he had not threatened'Ward 


His Honor decided that the man .(who I 


is a Russian, although he came to this 
country from Germany nearly three 
years ago), had no disloyal intentions 
when he talked with Ward, and fur- 
ther stated that even if he had said 
"I do not want to fight for this coun- 
try" he was within his rights, as he 
is an alien and faced the same question 
when he made out his questionnaire.

.Dear Sister and Father: 1 received 
your letter of June 29 O.K. and am ffliid 
that all is well with everyone back 
home and hope it will continue so.

1 
received the money order and was very 
pleased to get it. I intend to have my 
picture taken, in a. week or so just.as 
soon as I receive my pay. „. 
You spoke of a pillow ton.

At the first opportunity I'll send you 
one.

ings hold together, without incurring the expense of driving a nail or mak- 
ing even the most necessary repairs beyond what the law makes com- 
pulsory.

Packers' Profits Are 


Regulated 


The public should understand that the profits of 


the packers have been limited by the Food Adminis- 
tration since November 1, 1917. 
For this purpose, 


the business of Swift & Company is now divided into

A few weektt

But bur regiment lost quite a num- 
ber of men, believe me. it was some 
strain going up hills, through woods 
and it was raining all the time. At 
night, we had to sleep in the woods 
and we were soaked right to the skin. 
It was no joke. 
When the Huns re-

Mother, 
1 am sending you a small wooden box 
with a couple of souvenirs in it. They 
were left in a house where the French 
civilians had to beat it out. just be- 
hind the lines. They will make a nice 
little souvenir for you. Tell Lair if T 
get. the chance I will send her a. good 
souvenir. , I do not know what it will 
be, but I will do the best I can to make 
it something worth while. If I could 
get hold of a good German helmet I 
would send it to dad for a souvenir, but 
have had no opportunity to run across 
a g'ood one yet. I \yould like to get 
one of those nice nickel plated ones 
with the spike in the top.

On many of our public streets we find pieces of neglected real estate 


which have stood for years without any improvement and which derive 
their steadily increasing value chiefly from the growth of surrounding 


property. 


Thus the owners are annually reaping the reward of the enterprise 


of their uc-ighbors. 
They do not keep their property up to the times. 


AH they want is the annual rental, increased as it usually is, from year 
to year by the growth of the property adjoining or in the vicinity. 
All 


this shon-s a lack of public spirit that is to be condemned as detrimental 
to the community at large. 
We fmd examples of this kind on 
Mem- 


mack street, on Central, Middlesex and most of our other important 


streets. 


This of course is not a time favorable to building enterprises, but 


the owners of these pieces of property have no intention of building. 
They prefer to let their property continue to gain the unearned increment

The man or the firm that makes improvements calculated to beautify 


&ur public streets, to provide greater business facilities, or to meet a 
public need, is a public benefactor and his course is an incentive to 
others. Per contra the owner* of the unimproved property along our oth- 
erwise progressive streets, is a drone whose action discourages enter- 
prise and tends to let everything go backward instead of pushing forward, 


and onward. 


In justice to all progressive and enterprising citizens, therefore, the 


real estate owner who lives and thrives by the unearned increment of his 
property, is in every sense a municipal slacker whose methods if made 
general, would turn our city into an industrial cemetery and would allow 
the grass to grow on our public streets. 


On many of the less important streets the tenement property is 


allowed to deteriorate for lack of paint and repairs so that it presents a 
ramshackle appearance and is in every way uninviting. 
Most of the 


tenement property of this stamp is rented to foreigners and apparently 
the intention of the owners is to collect the rents as long as the build- 
ings hold together, trithout incurring the expense of driving a nail or mak- 
ing even the most necessary repairs beyond what the law makes com- 
pulsory. 
We could mention half a dozen streets on which the houses 


were formerly well kept, and attractive but which a're now comparable 
bnly to outhouses or pig-pens; and for this, the owners quite as much 
as the occupants, are to blame. 
It is a condition 'that is injurious to 


our city and the question is, how it can be checked or entirely stopped. 
Perhaps the board of trade could do something to infuse a little public 
spirit into some of these property owners whose policy is to collect 
the rents and nothing more.
